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ACRAMENTO — The 
“unmanned American spacecraft 
“ERTS-1 (Earth Resources 
Technology Satellite) passes over 
‘California once every 18 days at 
an altitude of 570 miles, taking 
pictures as it flies. 

How these photos, taken by 
infra red photography, 
conventional photography, and 

‘radar’ scanning can provide 
valuable information about 
growing crops was described by 
Robert N. Collwell, professor of 
forestry at the University of 
California, who is in charge of 
the University’s Remote Sensing 
studies, in a report to the State 
Board of Agriculture in 
Sacramento. 

Photographs from the 
satellite are telemetered back to 
earth, and when sections of 
these photographs, each covering 
a 10,000 square mile area, are 
enlarged they reveal agricultural 
features as small as 100 feet 
across, Collwell said. 

Such things as the vigor of 

crops, or symptoms of crop

disease, insect damage or mineral 
deficiency of the soil can be 
determined by careful analysis 
of the outer space photos. 

Infra red photographs can 
detect things about a crop that 
no human eye can see, Collwell 
noted. As an example, he cited 
black stem rust of wheat. Infra 
red photos can detect rust spores 
settling on the wheat before the 
infection actually begins; so that 
effective treatments can be 


‘applied in time to save the crop. 


A serious infestation of 
headed-out wheat can mean 
complete destruction of the 
crop. 

Other possible applications of 
this information, which has been 
available since the ERTS 
satellite’s launching on July 23, 
1972, include: Determining the 
quantity of each type of 
fertilizer, fungicide, insecticide, 
herbicide, and other chemical 
that will be needed in producing 
each type of crop; the number 
of laborers that may be needed 
to harvest the crop, and when 
they will need to be available; 
the number of trucks, railroad 


cars, and other transportation 
facilities that will be needed; and 
the quantity of containers, 
preservatives, and related 
supplies that will be needed ‘in 
processing the crop. 

Collwell also said some 
livestock managers in California 
believe that ERTS could

monitor each year the 
progression from south to north 
of the “green wave” of forage as 
the annual grasslands respond to 
fall and winter rains. Such 
information might improve the 
ability to estimate the volume of 
grass available for grazing and 
also the time of year when it 
might best be grazed, in 
conformity with good range 
management principles. - 

Collwell said the University 
will cooperate closely with the 
California Department of 
Agriculture, other interested 
State agencies, and the 
agricultural industry in making 
this information available to 
users. 

‘“*‘The unmanned ERTS 
satellite proves that you don’t 
have to have men in orbit to get 
good photos from outer space,” 
Collwell concluded. 

Other reports on remote 
sensing and research 
developments in California were 
made to the Agriculture board 
by A. Earl Davis, coordinator of 
science and technology in the 
Office of Lieutenant Governor 
Ed Reinecke.

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CHANGE WORKS 


The 1970 census reports provide an encouraging 
picture of the nation as a changing one, but changing 
in a solid, beneficial way. It provides some statistical 
support for President Nixon’s analysis of his landslide 
victory as indicating not a desire for the status quo but 
for change . . . “change that works,” as he put it. 

Some of the changes in this nation as indicated by 


census figures, are: 


Thirty years ago about 25 percent of the work force 
were Saat In 1970 that had risen to 37.2 percent. 
The number of them earning between $7000 and 
$10,000, incidentally, increased seven times just since 


the start of the 60s. 


Family income generally also increased. In 197 
the median was $9590 per family, an increase of a 
whopping 69.4 percent over the previous decade. Infla- 
tion or not, that is impressive. 

Since 1950 the percentage of workers in the so- 
called white collar group rose from 36.6 to 48.2. This 
has been interpreted as an indication of the growing 
service-oriented trend in our economy. 

In education the 1970 census figures show that 10.7 
percent of all Americans 25 years of age and over had 
completed four or more years of college. The median 
figures for school years completed are 8.6 in 1940, 12.1 


in 1970. 


There is nothing radical or revolutionary indicated 
by these statistics. Nor anything status quo. Rather, 
they indicate a healthy acceptance of growth and 
change channeled in the right direction. Which is what 
the President meant when he said: 

“This is not a standstill country. The American 
people want change that works, not radical change, not 
destructive change, but change that builds rather than 


destroys.” 


“OPERATION IMPACT” WILL TELL 
TRUE STORY OF STATE AGRICULTURE 


SAN MATEO — A program 
to bring California’s urban 
residents a more direct message 
from California agriculture has 
been launched by the Council of 
California Growers. 

The communications project, 
called “Operation IMPACT,’ 
will send spokesmen from 
agriculture to speak to high 
school and college audiences, 
church congregations and other 
groups of opinion leaders in the 
metropolitan areas of the state. 

Lester Heringer, president of 
the Council, said the seeds for 
the program were sewn during 
the campaign for Proposition 22, 
the Agricultural Labor Relations 
act, which was defeated in 
November.

(Control level was 
near pH7.) :

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New Acala Cotton Variety May Be 
Released For Planting In Valley 


FRESNO — For the second 
year, a cotton being considered 
as a successor to SJ-1 for 
planting in the San Joaquin 
valley has outyielded other 
entries in varietal tests 
conducted by the Continuous 
Cotton Variety Testing 
committee. Results were 
announced at a committee 
meeting held recently in Fresno. 

The variety is Acala 
8-918845, which averaged 1,069 


pounds of lint per acre at eight 
large-scale test locations ranging 
from Chowchilla to Arvin. 
Reflecting improved growing 
conditions in 1972, the average 
was 206 pounds greater than the 
1971 figure for the same variety. 

A decision is expected by 
mid-February by the US. 
department of agriculture and 
the University of California on 
whether to release the new Acala 
variety for planting in the valley.

If approved, enough seed of 
918845 would be available for 
general planting in 1974 since 
the Calif. Planting Cotton Seed 
distributors already has launched 
a seed reproduction program. 

The final test results for 1972 
again showed S-918845 to 
outyield SJ-1 by a consistent 7 
to 8%. If accepted as the new 
cotton for the valley, it is 
expected it will inherit the name 
SJ-2 since it is genetically closely 
related to the present cotton 
which also was developed at the 
Shafter cotton station in Kern 
county. 

Another related variety, 
T-1307, developed at the Shafter 
station’s Eastside field 
laboratory at Woodville, is being 
considered for release in the 
heavy wilt areas of the valley in 
1974. This cotton placed third 
in the 1972 tests with a 1,024 
pound average but in the wilt 
areas. has shown a yield 
superiority of up to 24% over 
SJ-1. 

Dr. H.B. Cooper, USDA 
cotton breeder at Shafter, said 
another Woodville cotton, 
T-4852; shows a marked 
improvement over T-1307 in 
strain trials, and it will be moved 
into the larger-scale variety trials 
in . 1973. T-4852 ranked first 
among 38 cottons tested in the 
1972 screening trials with a 
three-location average yield of 
1,207 pounds of lint. 

Other cottons in the 1973 
varietal trials will be unchanged 
from 1972, with the exception 
of two Acala 4-42 entries in 
which committee members 
reported a waning interest 
among growers. 4-42 was the 
predecessor of SJ-1. SJ-1 first 
went into general planting in 
1967. 

The testing program, now 
completing its seventh year, is 
administered by a committee of 
growers elected from each of the 
valley’s cotton counties and 
agency and industry appointees. 
The tests are managed by 
University of California 
agronomist, Dick Bassett.
